THE BEGINNINGS OF TWO-WAY MOBILE RADIO 
Phil Petersen, W2DME 


In the fall of 1932, Frank Gunther, W2ALS, past president of 
QCWA, designed a Two-Way Mobile Communication System for the 
Bayonne, NJ police department. This system enabled patrolmen in 
patrol cars to communicate with headquarters and other cars instead 
of just receiving calls. 


This was a radical new concept to police radio communications. 
With the one-way low frequency systems already in use for five 
years, the former Federal Radio Commission was reluctant to 
authorize the operation of a new two-way radio system in police 
vehicles. However, after much persuasive correspondence with the 
FRC, a license was issued in March, 1933, to the Bayonne Police 
Department and the Two-Way Mobile Radio was officially underway. 


Word of the success of Frank Gunther's design of the two-way 
mobile radio system spread throughout New Jersey and then across 
the nation with many towns and cities installing two-way police 
radios. It is now finally recognized as an Electrical Engineering 
milestone in Two-Way Mobile Police Radio Communications. 


Frank Gunther, W2ALS, was Chief Engineer of the Radio 
Engineering Laboratories, relates how one of the large, prestigious 
companies, selling the one-way radio system was strongly opposed to 
lochl governments purchasing two-way systems, claiming that the 
police car transmitting antenna would identify the vehicle as a police 
car. Frank's experience as a radio amateur helped him succeed in 
designing a system at Bayonne that did the job, even after other 
cities had advised that the two-way system would not work. 


The system was rather simple by today’s standards. It consisted 
of an Armstrong Super-Regenerative very high frequency receiver. 
The transmitter was a non-crystal controlled, amplitude modulated 
transmitter, operating in the vicinity of 34.6 MHz, powered by the 
police car storage battery and dynamotor. The system was, of 
course, over ten times higher in frequency than the old one-way 
system, much less costly, lighter in weight and less prone to many 
types of radio interference. 


This writer remembers hearing the Bayonne Police two-way radio 
in the early 1930's on a “homebrew" super-regenerative receiver, 
fifteen miles distance, when living in Staten Island New York. It was 
a thrilling experience to realize that for the first time, someone was 
speaking from a moving police car. Little did I realize then, that 54 
years later, I would be invited to witness the dedication ceremony 
when a large bronze plaque was presented by the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronic Engineers to the City of Bayonne, 
designating the design of this first Two-Way Police Radio

PINION ON AMAT PROBLEM:

Editor QCWA NEWS: I seldom get aroused enough to write a 
"letter to the editor" but when I see space in QCWA NEWS used for 
Wayne Green’s garbage philosophy my back fur stands right up. 
Wayne is the last person on earth who should be given space to talk 
about what’s wrong with ham radio! I’m talking about Wayne Green’s 
letter in the QCWA Summer issue which was written in response to 
WS5AE’s Spring issue letter. 


First, I agree with Jerry, WSAE, that APATHY is one of the 
major ham radio problems. Another major problem is the current 
rush toward DEREGULATION by the FCC and other federal agencies. 


Let's start with the 75 and 20 meter phone band "jungles" which 
are now occupied by a high percentage of "animals". These "jungles" 
are_a_ direct _result_of FCC’s deregulation policies, the kind of 
deregulation we had before the old Federal Radio Commission was 
created way back when. And now, the FCC’s current deregulation 
policies are a direct result of what? You guessed it. Public 
APATHY. However, WSAE did get off the track in trying to explain 
his support of the "no code" license entry exams. The CW 
requirement certainly does not screen out the bad manners or 
stupidity now on the phone bands but the CW requirement is an 
effective way to help protect “the historically high quality of ham 
operation". This would be evident if WSAE would listen to the CW 
bands instead of the 75 and 20 meter phone bands! I will agree that 
some of the bad manners and stupidity does spill over into the CW 


bands but lets not blame it on the CW_requirement. 


By the way, public APATHY was the main cause of the Bell 
(Telephone) System divestiture. How many people do you know who 
think that the Bell System divestiture was a good idea? Not very 
many, V’ll bet. As a retired AT & T engineer, whenever any one 
complains to me about their lousy, more expensive telephone service, 
I make sure that they understand that the divestiture was a direct 
result of the public APATHY. 


Regarding ARRL, as a 50 year plus member of ARRL, I am 
disappointed to learn that only 30% of the ham population belong to 
ARRL. Id like to think that ARRL really represents many more than 
that number. To bad that some of the non-member free loaders 
prefer pouring their money down the Wayne Green rat hole. ARRL 
does have its problems, not the least of which are a few weak sister 
board members who are afraid of the FCC. They forget that the 
FCC serves us, the public -- not the other way around. But the 
members must assume the blame for the weak ARRL board, we 
elected them.

While I agree with much of Wayne’s criticism of the ARRL over 
the years I would like to bring back some logic into his recent 
comments (QCWA NEWS, Summer Issue, 1987). Is the question 
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whether amateur radio is dying or why do only 30% of the licensed 
hams belong to ARRL? 


It is true that from month to month and year to year there 
have been some ups and downs in the total number of licensed 
amateurs. A comparison between the thickness of the Call Book of 
today and the call book when I was licensed in 1934 should easily 
show that amateur radio is not dying. It is quite probable that if 
there were no code requirement we would have more hams but 
possibly this code requirement has produced-a higher quality of ham.

COLORADO COMMENTS ON NO-CODE

It must be time that we more honestly face and admit why many 
old timers are so dead set against no-code or at least a lesser code 
requirement for becoming eligible to use the amateur frequencies. It 
has to do with the reason the mountain was put there. 


Many of us have argued that CW ability should be a 
requirement, because it is the mode of communication most likely to 
remain available when all else has failed. It is true that some have 
survived in this life by being able to use a mirror, flashlight or the 
ever-present oscillator in a broadcast radio to dispatch a 
communication. As a practicality, however, the chance is probably no 
greater than about one 500,000 that any one of us will ever be able 
to take advantage of that ability in an emergency situation. It is far 
more likely that we will get run over by a car trying to cross some 
city street, so why worry about such long odds? 


Besides, the information about how to modify an ordinary 
broadcast radio isn’t, so far as I am aware, even taught anymore. I 
never encountered a related question in either an amateur radio or a 
commercial radio examination. It wasn’t there in a single one of the 
many, many Navy radio courses I completed. In fact, the only time I 
encountered it was in the Boy Scout merit badge pamphlet for radio, 
but that was back in the 1930's. 


Closer to the truth is that many old timers were personally 
revolted at what happened on CB, The ever-present thought was that 
ham radio would become jut as bad if no-code licensing were to come 
to pass. 


To be sure, ham radio can and has taken advantage of computer 
technology, and a person can contribute greatly there with absolutely 
no need to learn code. Packet radio could make brass pounding 
obsolete 99% of the time. 


Just maybe there are a few out there who are wondering about 
a system of public education which gives high school diplomas to 
people who are functionally illiterate. Could it possibly be because, 
to get that diploma, it no longer is necessary to successfully climb 
the mountain? 


Could there be validity in the thought that there is no reason 
to have a code test as a mountain which has to be climbed before 
one can have a certain privilege? Why cannot there still be the 
enjoyment of overcoming a hurdle with the resultant personal 
pleasure of knowing the sense of having earned something worthwhile 
through personal effort? 


There is an analogy to the mountain climber who trains hard, 
spends money, takes time away from other pursuits and generally 


disrupts what could be an easy life in order to climb Mt. Everest or 
K2. People will ask him why he wants to climb that mountain. His 
simple answer is "because it is there." 


Let’s keep the mountain. Should we allow it to be bulldozed 
away, an undefinable spirit of ham radio will disappear, eventually 
along with ham radio itself. That is the real sense of what this is 
all about, and it is time that we woke up and acknowledged it for 
what it is. We must not lose sight of that sense of earned award for 
individual accomplishment that underlies the U. S. Constitution 
adopted 200 years ago and its companion, the Declaration of 
Independence. One cannot get the true sense of value in anything 
until he has first climbed the mountain.

ADDED COMMENTS ON 
w OP WLW 


A number of approving comments were received following 
publication of the story on WLW written in the Spring issue of 
QCWA NEWS. Of them was the following, written by Paul G. 
Fritschel: “The following data may be of interest in connection 
with the WLW 500 kW operation. 


(1) The RF final stages were manufactured by GE Company 
and tested in part, in Schenectady. The final tubes were a group 
of 862s. 


(2) Modulator and modulation transformer built by 
Westinghouse. The test load at Mason, OH, was a water tank 
about 10’ x 10’ x 8. A "woof" into the microphone caused the load 
to boil instantly. 


(3) Heat exchanger for RF and modulator stages was a spray 
pond outside the building. 


(4) A directional antenna (two towers) phased to reduce 
radiation toward Canada was installed, which put a terrific signal 
into Texas. The designer was Fritz Leydorf, of WLW (later of WJR 
and KMPC). Chief Engineer was Joe Chambers (later of Motorola). 


(5) Several small fires were reported due to RF arcs in 
Mason, OH (1 can’t vouch for that). Some chicken farmers used the 
top wire of a fence, tuned it and lighted chicken coops for added 
egg production-~as far away as six miles. ‘ 


(6) WLW sold time on 500 kW for some time and operated on 
a test basis after midnight on 500 kW as WSXE after reduction to 
50 kW on regular time. 


(7) Some of the technical people involved with the 500 kW 
are still around. I fed audio to WLW from Columbus (Ohio State 
University) from 1932 to 1936 and visited Mason on several 
occasions during the 500 kW operation".

Eyer since the 5.25 inch floppy disk appeared on the 
microcomputer scene, there has been a _ running controversy | 
concerning those elongated elliptical slots on both sides of the disk. 


When disks were three to five bucks each, it made good sense 
to cut a notch on the opposite edge of the jacket and use both sides 
of the disk to store information. Yes, I did it, and anyone who had | 
a reason to store a large amount of data also did it. The job was 
made easier with a "notch punch" sold through computer magazine 
ads. |

Soon the computer magazines warned that this procedure could 
damage disks and possibly the read-write heads in disk drives. 


Worry, worry! Was it worth it to save a few dollars at the risk of } 
damaging disks or heads? /

ARGUMEN NTINUES TODA 

The pro and con discussions are still going on. The people who 
are opposed to using both sides of the disk throw these arguments 
into the ring: 

(1) The "single sided" disks have not been inspected on the back 
side and could have flaws or rough spots. 

(2) Turning the disk over causes it to rotate in the opposite 
direction. Inside the disk jacket a layer of material that keeps the 
disk surface clean takes a "set" in one direction. When the disk 
rotates in the opposite direction this "set" will cause undue wear on 
the disk. 

(3) This wear will make the disk surface rough, which will 
affect the delicate heads in the disk drive, driving them to an early 
demise. 

(4) Programs on the back side of the disk can be damaged if 
the disk is laid on a desk without a protective sleeve because it will 
pick up stray particles of dust, crumbs, cigarette ashes, etc. 


BUT ON THE OTHER HAND... 


Some of the brave souls who still punch notches and use both 
sides of the disk defend their actions with these reasons: 

(1) No one has yet reported a disk failure when using both 
sides. Granted, it’s a problem that might occur, but apparently it 
hasn't been widespread. 

(2) Of all the disk drives in use, some use the front slot and 
some use the rear slot. For this reason, to make the disks usable in 
as many computers as possible most manufacturers make sure that 
both sides of the disk are high quality, even though they are sold as 
single sided. 

(3) The price of good quality disks has plunged to as little as 29 
cents each in quantities of 100 or more! * There is no longer an 
economical need to use both sides of the disk, except perhaps to save 
space in your disk file. 

(4) If you've been carefully protecting the front side of your 


disks, and not paying too much attention to the "unused" back side, 
304 might be suprised. ‘The Apple II and the Commodore disk drives 
record their data on the BACK side of the disk. Probably many 
others do, also. 


You can check it for yourself, if you wish. Use a disk with a 
non-important material on it. Cover the slot on the top side with a 
clean slip of paper and tape it in place with removable cellulose tape. 
This paper/tape will isolate the magnetic material from the read/write 
head. Insert the disk in your disk drive and boot it normally. The 
disk drive won’t even the know the slot is covered. Do the same 
thing on the bottom slot. You'll get a message that your disk is 
defective, or some such thing.

If you still want to notch-and-flip your disk, be aware that 
there is still a question regarding the reverse rotation o e disk

is the working side, you might want to be more careful wher 
lay it down. I keep the sleeve on top Or near the disk drive, and 
sk goes from the drive to the sleeve in one motion. I shudder 
when I see unprotected disks lying loose on desks, no matter which 
is the working side, collecting assorted dust fallout! 
THE CARE AN D PPY K 


While we're discussing discs, here are a few hints for 
lengthening the life of your floppy disks. 


The material on the working surface of the disk is highly 
refined magnetic material. The program on the disk is nothing more 
than incredibly close-spaced magnetic pulses. These pulses are not 
"added to" or “subtracted from" the surface material. Rather, they 
are groups of molecules aligned into magnetic "islands" that stand out 
magnetically from the neutral material. 


There’s more to it than that, but you can see that these 
magnetic pulses are quite delicate. Since these pulses are fairly easy 
to arrange, they can also be easily rearranged by careless handling, 
such as: 

(1) Any nearby magnetic field can disturb the pulse arrangement. 
We who combine our computer activities with our ham radio activities 
in the same room need to be especially careful. Speakers, unshielded 
cables, and even magnetic screwdrivers can mess up a disk. Monitors 
with plastic cases can have magnetic fields outside the cabinet. 
When you disk is not in use, store it immediately. 

(2) Heat can distort the disk material, changing the spacing 
between pulses. Keep your disks out of the sun, hot radiators, and 
other environment that’s hotter than room temperature. 

(3) Physical damage can also distort the spacing of pulses. 
Bumps and dents can cause the head to skip and jump. Keep your 
disks filed neatly. Don’t leave them where objects can fall on them. 
Please, no coffee or coke! 

(4) The surface material on the disks is fairly well protected by 
the jacket, except for the slots. Keep your fingers away from the 
slots when you handle the disks. Skin oil is deadly. Develop a habit 
of holding the disk by its front edge with your thumb and the first 
two fingers. Keep fingers four and five curled into your palm. Then 
insert the disk immediately into the sleeve or drive. If you must 
munch while you’re working with your computer, be especially careful 
to keep potato chip oil, peanut butter, chocolate goo or cookie 
crumbs off the disks. (also the keyboard!) 

(5) Just use good ol’ common sense. These disks are very 
fragile, yet they store every important program and irreplaceable 
piece of information that you and your computer have generated. 
Without your disks you’re sunk!

MEMBERSHIP RENEWALS 


One of the problems plaguing many 
organizations, including QCWA, is that of 
getting word to members that their dues in 
QCWA have either expired, or are about to do 
so. We have discussed this matter with other 
organizations and find they have the same 
problem and in about the same proportion of 
their membership. A number of suggestions 
have been broached to help the situation, but 
we have not had a report from any 
organization that they work very well. 


QCWA uses a plan whereby we send a 
note to each member approximately 2 months 
before his/her dues will expire. If nothing is 
heard, then about 30 days after expiration a 
second note is dispatched. Finally, if nothing 
comes from the first three, we send a third 
note about 120 days after expiration. Recently 
we have added a fourth notice, via first class 
mail, as a reminder, about 140 days after dues 
have expired. This works fairly well, but not 
as well as we would like. 


We also provide, on each mailing label 
transmitting material to a member, the date of 
his/her membership expiration. 


Do you have any suggestions - we don’t 
want to lose you as a member, and if we're 
not doing all that we should, now is the time 
to say so, LOUD!
